That same year, on April 29, 
he was joined in holy matrimony to 
Miss Elizabeth Cooper, and shortly 
after came with his family to reside 
in Santa Barbara, Cal. There he en- 
gaged in mission work. There two 
children came to them and were 
taken from them in infancy. Here 
he was afflicted with cancer and 
most marvelously healed by the prav- 
er and laying on of hands by the 
faithful worker for the Lord, Rev. 
Mrs. FE. J. Scudder. From Santa Bar- 
bara Rev, Chafe and family removed 
to this vicinity, doing mission 
at Ontario.” In 1896 he became pastor 
of the Cucamonga Methodist church,

where ‘he served three years. Answer- | 


ing a call to the Nazarene church, 
he there served three years. From 
that time on, he led in mission work 
in North and West Cucamonga, fi- 
nally through his earnest endeavors 
being the means of erecting a fine 
mission church, of concrete, and of 
an estimated value today of $5000. 
His mission work was entirely wtih- 
out compensation, it being his boast 
that his ranches supported him and 
his family, leaving him free to work 
for the Lord. Previous to his mission 
work, Rev. Chafe spent two years in 
Upland.

The War Industries Board has in- 
structed the State Council of Defense 
of California to act as its representa- 
tive in ‘California in passing upon 
non-war construction, in order that 
all building which is not absolutely 
necessary may be stopped. And in 
accordance with the instructions of 


the War Industries Board a depart- 
ment of the State Council of Defense 
has been created for the purpose of 
directigg this work throughout the 
state, and local committees in the 
several counties have been appointed 
for the purpose of its administration 
therein. 

The local committee for San. Ber- 
nardino county, designated as -Pro- 
posed Construction Committee of the 
San Bernardino division of the State 
Council of Defense of California, is 
composed of H. M. Barton, San Ber- 
nardino, chairman; K. H. Field, Red- 
lands, and T. R. Woadbridge, Upland, 
secretary. The headquarters of this 
committee is at 363 E street, San Ber- 
nardino, and petitions will be receiv- 
ed there or by members of the com- 
mittee for the proposed construction 
of buildings or improvements or main- 
tenance of streets. Until further no- 
tice public meetings of the committee 
will be held at headquarters at 10 
a m. on October 15th and 29th. 

As soon as received from Washing- 
ton, petition blanks will be furnish- 
ed all city clerks for the ‘convenience 
of the public. Pending the arrival] of 
the blanks petitions, properly sworn 
to, may be made by letter. All ap- 
plications must be investigated and 
approved by the local committee, 
passed on for the recommendation of 


the state committee and then for- 


warded for the final approval of the 
War Industries Board at Washington. 

Certain exceptions are made in re- 
spect of buildings nearly completed, 
and concerning new construction of 
and repairs to farm buildings, all of 
which will be explained upon appli- 
cation to the committee. 

In order to secure the hearty co- 
operation of the people of San Ber- 
hardino county in this important 
matter, it will be necessary to 
state merely that it is considered 
imperative by the War Industries 
Board that all available labor and 
material shall be conserved ‘for the 
prosecution of the war. And to that 
end eevry construction or improve- 
ment that is not necessary will be 
postponed till after the war.

From a_ hospital somewhere in 
France a wounded American has writ- 
ten to his parents: 

“We are going through hardships, 
but the boys are taking hold in the 
good old American way.”

G MONTHS WARFARE: 


Thought Theft of Ir of Iron and Coal 
From. France, Land From 
Russia, Would Pay Bill 


Planning world trade domination, if 
not actual world rule, as the outcome 
of a short six-months’ campaign in 
Europe, Germany now finds herself 
outcast from among civilized nations, 
her people impoverished, her honor 
irrevocably stained by the blood of 
Belgium, and facing a future of 
fathomless ignominy and disgrace. 

“IT will make room for my growing 
people by taking some more of France 
and a few thousand square miles of 
Russia,” gvaid the Kaiser. ‘We will 
get the iron and coal in Northern 
France for manufactures which we 
will sell] the conquered population of 
Russia, and this, besides indemnities, 
will more than pay for the war. Eng- 
land will not dare come in, and our 
merchant fleets will soon crowd her 
from the world trade routes. 

“If the United States does not 
acquiesce, her manufacturers will get 
no more of our dyes and chemicals, 
her farmers no more of our ferti- 
lizers. And we will also take away 
from her all South American com- 
merce.” 


GERMAN GRAVES 
GRIM ANSWER 


Now, across the graves of a mil- 
lion of his young men, the Kaiser is 
beginning to see the sun set on the 
smallest of his ambitions. “Foch will 
never cross the Rhine,” is now the 
German watchword. German cities, 
shrieking beneath the visitation of 
allied and Amerjcan airplane bombers 
cry out: “No more of this barbarity.”

manufacturing millions of gallons of 
sweet wines (so called) in addition 
to millions of gallons of brandy. 
Now these sweet wines, protected by 
the government by special revenue 
duties, are simply grape must par- 
tially fermented and filled with al- 
cohol to prevent further fermenta- 
tion. They contain from 20 to 21 
per cent in alcohol (40-32 proof) 
and are more dangerous than brandy 
or whisky, for their sweetness dis- 
guises the “kick’ and many who 
would not touch the distilled liquors 
are tempted to drink sweet wine. 
Under the name “sweet wine’ can 
be classed port, Angelica, muscat, 
sherry. 

The average glass in which these 
are served contains more alcohol 
than the average glass in which 
whisky or brandy is served and 
the result can be easily guessed. 
The special favors showed by the In- 
ternal Revenue Department toward 
the sweet wine industry enable the 
retailer to sell a good-sized lass of 
these fortified wines at figures that 
are generally much lower than those 
of whisky and the result is that men 
can get drunk on sweet wine much 
more cheaply than on whisky. This 
can be seen among the colored peo- 
ple of the southern states and among 
the lumbermen and miners of the 
northwest. 

Now for years the wineries cf 
California have been making grape 
sirup from grapes in order to sweet- 
en their wines to meet the demands 
of the public and get around certain 
internal revenue’ regulations. The 
process is simple, the juice being 
simply concentrated in vacuum pans 
until the proper degree of sweetness 
ig reached. This grape sirup with 
very small modifications can be made 
into excellent table sirup, as also

into an excellent sirup for canning 
purposes. Naturally the wine trust

Only 
last year did the State University 
call the attention of the public to 
the possibilities in that direction. It 
is well understood that the returns 
from sirup alone would pay the vine- 
yardists better than the prices they 
have been receiving from the wine 
trust; but as other products can be 
derived from the grapes besides the 
sirup there is no doubt that the fu- 
ture of the grape industry will not 
be jeopardized when the state goes 
dry. 

In the report of the Viticultural 
Commission of 1915 the acreage of 
grapes in California is given as 330,- 
000 acres, of which 50,000 acres are 
table grapes, 110,000 acres raisin 
grapes, and 170,000 acres wine grapes. 
The acreage mainly involved in the 
last named, though the culls from the 
table grapes and the second crop 
of the raisin 
way to the winery. The total ton- 
nage handled by wineries was, in 
1914, 364,000 tons. If this were all 
turned into sirup it would produce 
16,000,000 gallons of good, wholesome’ 
sirup that could be used on the ta- 
ble or for canning purposes. This 
would certainly be an immense ad- 
vantage over the production of 16,- 


000,000 gallons of sweet. wine and! 


possibly 20,000,000 gallons of dry 
wine (claret and white). When we

Apart from the sirup there are 
large possibilities in the production 
of oil from the seeds, of tartaric 
acid from the juice in the process of 
sirup making, of tannin and-~ stock

ers. For just as the raisin growers 
combined to ‘handle their raisin crop, 
so will the so-called ‘wine grape” 
growers combine to handle their 
grapes and manufacture the several 
articles that will bring prosperity to 
them in spite of the prophecies of 
the wine interests. 

A California company which repre- 
sents over 8000 of the raisin-grape 
growers has been carrying on in- 
vestigations of its own along those 
lines and is expected to put up a 
plant to handle its surplus of fresh 
grapes as well as the thousands of 
tons of seeds coming from their 
seeding plants. This will probably 
be an eye-opener to the other vine- 
yardists and will probably be a 
large factor in the voting that will 
take place this fall.
